This is in response to the Arguments filed 27 January 2009. 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see page 2, paragraph 3 through page 4, end of paragraph 3, filed 
27 January 2009, with respect to claims 1 and 4-8 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejections of the claims have been withdrawn. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the allowance of Independent claims 1 and 8 is the recitation of a 
solid polymer cell assembly comprising a cell assembly formed by juxtaposing a plurality of unit 
cells such that electrode surfaces of the unit cells are aligned in parallel with each other, 
wherein at least part of a reactant gas flow passage for the reactant gas extends serially from a 
passage formed on an upper side of the assembly of the upstream unit cell to a passage formed 
on a lower side of the assembly of the downstream unit cell and that the reactant gas flow 
passage includes a fuel gas flow passage and an oxygen-containing gas flow passage, and the 
oxygen-containing gas and the fuel gas flows in a counterflow manner in the oxygen-containing 
gas flow passage and the fuel gas flow passage along both surfaces of the assemblies of the unit 
cells.
